_ of Berne. 


LOUIS by the Grace of God King of France 
and Navarre. 
Moft dear great Friends, Allies and Confederates, 
etter you wrote to Us rhé 31 ft of laft 
* Month, fhews us how much you iniereft your 
*felyes in the Peace of the County of Nentcharel 
* and Valangin, and how concern’d you are to ob- 
“tain for ic an abfoluce Neucraliry with Us, not- 
* withftanding that Stare has fubmitced ir felf to the 
* Dominion of the Elector of Brandenbotrg, who 
js actually in War againft Us. 
The Marquis de Puifieux,our Ambaffador with the 
* Helvetick Body, has our Inftrudtions on thar Sub- 
‘ jet : Wherefore we refer our felf to what he 
* thall offer to you thereupon, and to the Affu- 
‘.rances that he fhall give of our good Intention 
* with Refpect tothe Cantons in general, and to the 


~* Concern you have inthe Prefervation of the Tran- 


* quilicy of Swirzerland. 
We have notbing more, but io befeech the Al- 
‘ ‘mighty to have you our moft dear Friends, Allies, 
* and Confederates, in his boly Keeping, Writcen 
at Verfgilles the 12th of January 1708, the 65th 

Year of our Reign.
